Senſe of it, was a ſufficient Acquital of 
them, not only from being bound by any Agree- 
ment upon it, but from any Imputation of deceit-

© caution from them, it was your own Fault, and 
5 at your on Peril, if you proceed with them up- 
© on fo rotten a Foundation; ſo as if you be co- 
©zen'd; you cozen yourſelves, and cannot blame 
© them or any Body elſe for it. 
And truly this Conſideration, as (when we fi 
* took Notice of thoſe Paſſages in that Declaration 
© from the Prince, and the King's Papers) it did 
* more awaken us to conſider your Hazards in this 
© Treaty than before; fo it ſerves moſt clearly to 
© ſet forth the miſerable Straits and Snares you ar® 
5 thereby intangled in: To look no further into Par- 
© ticulars, that great and dangerous Evil, of old ſo 
© much declined and abhorred by you and our Bre- 
© thren of Scotland, and more lately fo much ſtrug- 
© 'oled againſt by yourſelves in the previous Debates _ 
© concerning this Treaty, viz. the King's Return 
to London, and to his Parliament and Fhrone 
b again, without Satisfaction and Security before 
given, is thus at laſt like to come upon you; and 
5 that upon worſe Terms, if you proceed in this 
© Treaty to-conclude yourſelves and re-admit him, 
© than if you had let him come without any fore- 
* going Agreement at all; for had you let him 
come ſo, both yourſelves and he being ſree, if then

Throne again, behold he is free, as if he had 
< granted nothing, to take the beſt Advantage

We proceed to the next Conſideration, v:z. 
How eaſy it is for a Prince, after ſuch Accom-

pet, through the Providence of God, the Snare 
is broken, and they may eſcape. For, 
Fi, The Covenant engaging to the Matters 
© of Religion and Public Intereſt, primarily and 
© abſolutely, without any Limitation; and, 
that, to the Preſervation” of the King's Perſon 
© and Authority; but with this Reftriction, viz. 


In the Preſervation of the true Ruligion and Li- 


© Berties of the Kingdoms. In this Caſe, though a 
Cavalier might make it a Queſtion, yet who 
© will not rationally reſolve it, That the preceding 
Matters of Religion and the Public Intereſt are 
© to be underſtood as the principal and ſupream 


Matters engaged for, and that of the King's Per- 


ſon arid. Authority as inferior and ſubordinate to 
© the other? And if fo, then we appeal to all rea- 
© ſonable Men, whether thoſe Words, in the Pre- 
p 2 of the true Religion and Liberties, can 
be underſtood as a Reſtriction of our Endeavours 
for Preſervation of Religion and Liberties, fo as 
© the ſame may not be [endeavoured in any Way 
that would be to the Prejudice of his Perſon or 
Authority; or not, ſurely, as a Reſtriction to the 
Engagement for Preſervation of his Perſon and 
Authority, ſo as to oblige thereto no further, 


nor in any other Way, than ſhall be conſiſtent 


with the Preſervation and Defence of the true 
Religion and Liberties of the Kingdoms! Yea, 
might it not juſtly be ſo underſtood, that the 
Obligation to preſerve his Perſon and Authority, 
© ſhould be fullilled in (as well as not extended 


further than) the Preſervation of Religion and 


Liberties? In ſome of theſe Senſes thoſe Words 


« muſt 
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E-muſt be underſtood, or elſe they have none; but An, 24. Car. I. 
< are vain Words, making a vain Oath. If they 2648. 
< were to be underſtood in the firſt Senſe, then, we. 
© are ſure, the whole Proceedings of both King- November- 
« doms, in making and maintaining War again 
© him for Preſervation either of Religion or Liber- 
© ties, were queſtionable for Breach of the Cove- 
© nant ; ſince that Way of preſerving them did tend 
probably to the Deſtruction, and was without 
© any ſafe Proviſion for the Defence either of his 
« Perſon, or of that Authority that can property 
© be called his, or underſtood in Conjunction wi 
© his Perfon ; but that therein his Perſon might 
probably have been deftroyed under the Sword, 
© or by a Bullet ; yea, was ordinarily endeavoured 
© to be fo, as well as the Perſons of others in Arms 
with him; and that Authority of his was cer- 
< tainty oppoſed and endeavoured to be deſtroyed 
© thereby, inſtead of being defended. 

© If theſe Words be mh, underſtood in either 

_ © of the latter Senſes, then it follows, 

1. That if, by Reaſon or Experience, the 
© ordinary Lights Men are-in human Things to 
© walk by, we find that the making of Peace with 
© him, and therein the preſerving or reſtoring of 
© his Perſon or Authority, is, as the Caſe happens, 
© either an unrighteous Thing, (in reſpe& of the

Reſolution was owing to many of thoſe Members, 
who were inclined to Peace, being apprehenſive 
that they could hardly be able to carry a Vote, 
That the King's Conceſſions were ſatisfactory; 
and therefore they put the Negative upon the pre- 
vious Queſtion, in order to frame a new one, viz. 
That the Anſwers of the King, to the Propoſitions 


of both Houſes are a Ground for the Houſe to pro- 


ceed upon for the Settlement of the Peace of the 
Kingdom. And this occaſioned another Debate, 


which continued all Night, and till Nine next 


Morning. | 

The Perfon who r eee, himſelf moſt upon 
this Occaſion, was the famous Mr. Prynne, who 
maintained the Affirmative in a ſet Speech of ſe- 
veral Hours; which, though conſidered meerly 
as ſuch, may be deem'd very long, = is a ſhort 
and authentic Summary of all the ranſactions

Cloaths to cover his Nakednefs : So 80 
Ambroſe, Biſhop of Milan, was very poor; brake 
the Chalices in Pieces to relieve the poor People, 
and uſed this Maxim, Glorio/a in Sacerdatibus Do- 
mini Paupertas* And if theſe great Lights, Bi- 
ſhops and Fathers of the Church, in whoſe Names 


our Prelates ſo much triumph, were ſo poor, that 


they had no Palaces, Houſes; and Temporal Poſ- 


ſeſſions, as our Archbiſhops and Biſhops had, I can 


yer diſcern no Matter of Conſcience in it, why our 
iſhops ſhould have more than theſe Pillars of the 
Church either enjoyed or deſired; they being con- 
tent with Food and Raiment, as Paul was, and 
deſiring no more. It is ſtoried of our antienteſt 
Biſhops that I read of *, preſent at the Council 
of Ariminum, Ann. Dom. 379, that they were ſo 
poor that, Inopia proprii, publice uft ſunt, they 
were maintained at the Emperor's public Coſt, for 
Want of private Maintenance of their own ; yet 
they were eminent both for Piety and Learning. 
And if their Predeceſſors were antiently fo poor,

out of the Realm when King Henry died, the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, with the reſt of the Pre- 

lates and Nobles, contrary to their Oath and 
Agreement, elected Stephen Earl of Blois for their 
King, and put by Maud, the right Heir; Stephen 

taking an Oath to 5 and confirm ſuch Laws and 
Liberties, for the Kingdom's Peace and Settlement, 
as they propounded to him before his Coronation: 

A very likely Means to ſettle Peace and Proſperity 

as they imagined. But was the Event. anſwer- 

able? No, verily ; this curſed Perjury'and Policy 

brought all the chief Contrivers of it to great Ca- 

lamity and miſerable: Ends, and ingendered a bloo- 

dy Civil War in the Bowels of this Kingdom, 

which continued no leſs than ſeventeen Years to- 

gether, with interchangeable Succeſſes, till =

a Matthew Paris, Speed, Daniel in the Life of King Steben. 
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whole Kingdom was laid waſte and deſolate; moſt an. IF Car, 1 be 


Houſes, Towns, and Villages burnt to the Ground; 
their Gardens and Orchards quite deſtroyed; their 
Monies and Eſtates exhauſted and plundered ; their. 
Cattle and Flocks conſumed and eaten up; their 
Fields over- grown with Weeds inſtead of Corn; 
moſt of the People devoured by the Sword, Fa- 
mine, and Peſtilence ; and eleven hundred Caſtles, , 
Holds, and Garriſons erected, which were no 
other but Dens of Thieves and Plunderers. Such 
was the Peace and Settlement this Policy produced. 
At laſt both Parties, weary of the Wars, out of 
pure Neceſſity came to a Perſonal Treaty; and, in 
Concluſion, made this Agreement, That Stephen, 
having no Iſſue of his Body, ſhould enjoy the 
Crown during his Life; and Henny, Son and Heir 
to Maud, and next Heir alſo to Stephen, ſhould 
ſucceed him after his Death; and, in ſome: ſort, 
officiate with him in the Kingdom's Government 
during his Life: And ſo theſe long-laſting Wars 
concluded, after which there were at leaſt eleven 
hundred Caſtles demoliſhed by Order of Parlia- 
ment, that had been erected during theſe Wars to 
the Country's utter Undoing. But if we diſinherit 
the Prince and Duke, for ought I diſcern, if they 

ſuddenly recover not their Poſſeſſion of the Crown 
of England, after one ſeyen Years of War already 
elapſed, we may have ſeventeen Years more, and 
ſeventeen after that again; and be. reduced to a 
more miſerable Condition than our Anceftors were 
in King Stephen's Days; and that on theſe Grounds : 
ay The Conteſt then was only between 
two itors for this one Kingdom, who had 
no other Kingdoms of their own to fide with them: 
But the Prince and Duke, being ſucceſſively Heirs

(fo much are they in love with this Jeſuit's Dalilab) 
that ſo it might now be twice confirmed and ſet- 


tled by the Houſe, if they ſhould approve this Re-

Now, compare this third Gun-powder Plot with

venants, our Remonſtrances, and our Declarations; 


our Laws, our Proteſtant Religion, all here devoted 
to Ruin together; as the only ſafe and ſpeedy Way 


to ſettle Peace and Safety in Church and State, (to 


omit the horrid Equivocations, Diſpenſations with 
Oaths and Covenants, and Jeſuitical Diſtinctions 
in that Remonſtrance) they are ſuch clear viſible 
Characters of a Jeſuit's Pencil, Hand, and Head 
in this Remonſtrance (ſo abounding with their

ſhall confederate with them herein, though never 
ſo few, materially a Parliament, though formally 
and eſſentially no Parliament at all; and moving 
them to depart the Houſe and join with them in 


theſe Jeſuitical Deſigns ; which they have ſince 


aggravated and backed by their diſobedient March 
to London and Weſtminſter againſt our Commands, 
by Force and open Violence to over-awe us ; and, 
by our Votes in Parliament, to put all their trea- 
ſonable Romiſb Demands in preſent Execution; to 
juſtify theſe very treaſonable Doctrines and Prac- 
tices of theirs, which our Parliaments have, in di- 
rect Terms, in ſundry Acts condemned ©; and in 
the Oath of Allegiance, (which every one of us 
muſt take immediately before his ſitting in the 
Houſe, and without taking whereof he neither is 
nor can be enabled to fit as a Member) ſolemnly 
abjured. 

© I ſhall further offer this to your Conſiderations, 
That as ſoon as ever this Agreement of the People 
was ſuppreſſed in November, 1647, and the King 
perſuaded to reject the Propoſitions tendered to 
him by both Houſes, by ſome Officers in the Ar- 
my, on Purpoſe to treat on their Propoſals, the 
Agitators and Jeſuits in the Army oppoſing theſe 
Propoſals, and threatning to offer ſome Violence 
to the King's Perſon, cauſed him ſecretly to with-

The very next Morning there came a Decla- 
ration from Sir Thomas Fairfax, and the General 
Council of the Army, dated Fanuary 9, 1647 *, 
ſignifying their Reſolutions to adhere to the Houſes, 
for ſettling and ſecuring the Parliament and King- 
dom, without the King, and againſt him, or any 
others that ſhall hereafter partake with him: But 
the Lords ſticking at theſe Votes, there was a Re-
